In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall, in said Whately, on Monday, the second day of 
March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles : 


ARTICLE 1.—'T’o choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


ArT. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, School Committee, Auditor, Cemetery Com- 
missioners, Library Trustees, Elector under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, all to be voted on one ballot. Chapter 579, Acts of 1907, 
require you to choose one Assessor for three years, one for two 
years, one for one year; govern yourselves accordingly. The 
ballot for the ladies will contain the name of School Committee 
only. 


Art. 3.—To vote ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘No” upon the question : 
*¢ Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
this town ?” 


Art. 4.—To receive and act upon the reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 


ArT. 5.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray ‘Town charges for the coming year and appropriate the 
same, 
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ArT. 6.—To act upon the list of Jurors as prepared by the 
registrars. 

Art. 7.—To see what the Town will do with money received 
from the County called the Dog Fund. 


ART. 8.—'To see if the ‘Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


Art. 9.—To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools and raise money for his salary. 


Art. 10.—'l’o see if the Town will raise five per cent. or any 
fixed per cent. on amount of Town grant, State and County 
taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on 
or before Sept. 1, 1908. 


ArT. 11.—So see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for Town purposes, giving the Town’s note 
therefor. 


Art. 12.—'To see if the Town will raise money for Cemetery 
purposes. 


Art. 13.—To see if the Town will convey to the South Deer- 
field Cemetery Association their right to that strip of land 
lying between the present location of the road, known as the 
Old Deerfield Road, and the Boston and Maine Railroad, begin- 
ning at the north line of the Town and extending as far south 
as the south line of said cemetery. 


And you are hereby directed to post attested copies of this 
Warrant at each of the Post Offices in said Town, said posting 
to be at least seven days before the time of holding said meeting.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor, having attended to 
their duties as defined by the Statutes, respectfully submit the 
following report : 

Our expenses in the Pauper department for the past year have 
been $315.51, much less sam than usual. Suffering and desti- 
tution have come to some. We have endeavored to look care- 
fully into all cases and render such assistance as necessity de- 
manded. Inthe Highway department we were unable to get 
help in the early part of the season to work the roads, people 
having more than they could comfortably do on their own farm 
crops. In consequence of this scarcity of help the road work 
has cost more. 

The Legislature of 1907 created a Commission of Weights 
and Measures, Chapter 534. Our town has been compelled to 
provide a set of weights and measures at an expense of $126. 
We are not quite sure that we have all they require yet. 

Our town owns several pieces of wood land. It seemed to us 
that an examination of the titles which passed thirty years ago 
would be in order. Our search for the deeds was unavailing, 
none were to be found. We went to the registry and had copies 
made from the records and with the assistance of KE. B. Crafts 
and engineer Beers have tried to locate the several pieces. 

Our finances as a town are in good condition, the only out- 
standing indebtedness being the Town Orders of Selectmen 
$299.12, School Committee $634.49, making a total of $933.61. 
Uncollected taxes $981.13 ; cash in Treasury $2,641.25. 

The expenditures in different departments of town affairs, see 
the statement in detail. The record of the work of your Town 
Officials has been passed upon by your Auditor. We submit it 
for your consideration.

The School Committee submit the following report : 

The school expenses for the past year have been practically 
the same as in the previous year. ‘The unexpended balance is 
larger this year, on account of a larger amount received from 
State School Fund and a smaller amount paid for High School 
tuition than in previous years. 

Our schoolhouses are in fairly good acon The South 
Center and South East schools have become crowded and the 
ventilation in both schools is poor. We have made no improve- 
ments or repairs but what were absolutely necessary, during the 
past year, hoping that the Town would take some action this 
coming year towards the centralization of the schools in Town. 
Unless the Town does something of this kind, we will be 
obliged to enlarge the class rooms and improve the ventilation 
in both schools. 

We suggest that the sum of $500 be laid aside as a sinking 
fund toward a central school building. 

The Superintendent’s report will cover the work done in the 
schools.

Superintendent's Report. 


To the School Committee of Whately : 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit herewith my fifth 
annual report as Superintendent of your Schools. 

There has been little change in the general character of the 
work done in the schools since the last report was issued. In 
most cases very satisfactory progress has been made. ‘This does 
not mean that the schools are perfect nor that they are as good 
as they should be but, rather, that an earnest effort has been 
made to maintain a high standard of accomplishment. ‘That so 
good a degree of success has been attained is due, in a large 
part, to the encouragement and willing codperation of the School 
Committee, of the parents and of others interested. ‘To a still 
greater extent it is to be credited to the able and conscientious 
efforts of the teachers. It matters little how great interest the 
School Committee takes in the schoois or how much of their 
own time the members sacrifice to their public duties unless the 
teachers have the ability and the disposition to act the leading 
part. Proper subjects of study and adequate school equipment, 
important as these are, are not to be compared with the influ- 
ence of a good teacher. As Hmerson once wrote to his daugh- 
ter, ‘‘It matters little what your studies are, it all les on who 
your teacher is.” 

The importance of the training in good morals that a child 
should receive in school cannot be overestimated and in every 
good school this fact receives first consideration. ‘To quote 
from a noted educator, ‘‘The highest efficiency of the public 
school is tested by its results in moral character and hence its 
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Gentral aim is effective moral training. It is vastly more impor- 
tant that the present generation of youth in our schools leave 
them loving truth, purity, right and honor than to have them 
good spellers and arithmeticians.” In every good school, the 
teacher aims to inculcate such habits of industry, punctuality, 
honesty, obedience and self-restraint as will give the pupil a 
solid moral foundation for his life out of school. 

This is high ground and sets a high standard for our teachers 
but it is a standard we must seek to attain. How it can be 
done in our schools is a problem easier to solve in theory than 
in practice. Teachers who approximate this standard are 
eagerly sought by school officials everywhere and command the 
best salaries. We cannot hope to secure and retain the services 
of the best teachers unless we can make positions in this town 
attractive. This can be done only by increasing the salaries 
paid and by providing adequate buildings and equipment. 

In regard to the matter of salaries, the increased cost of living 
throughout the country has caused a general increase in teach- 
ers’ salaries and this town must keep pace with the others or 
else be satisfied with an inferior grade of teaching ability. 

Then, too, our buildings are not equal to the demands made 
upon them and it is impossible for teachers to get satisfactory 
results under present conditions. For example, the method of 
heating by stoves is antiquated and often inadequate while no 
provision whatever is made for ventilation. Moreover each 
teacher has more classes than she can conduct successfully. It 
is not surprising that they leave us to accept positions in schools 
where conditions in this important particular are better even 
though the salaries they are to receive are no greater than ours. 

The only way to remedy these defects is to erect a modern 
three-room building in a central locality and have all the chil- 
dren in town brought together there. This is what must be 
done eventually and all attempts to improve the schools in their 
present surroundings will postpone centralization but a short 
time. It is well to keep in mind that a matter such as this is 
never really settled until it is settled right. The people of 
Whately cannot longer afford to be satisfied with the returns 
they are now getting for the money they expend on their

schools. It is not the part of wisdom to be willing to accept for 
our children inferior school facilities when the best are within 
reach. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


At the coming annual meeting the voters of the town will be 
asked to provide means for establishing and maintaining an 
evening school in connection with the town of Deerfield and, 
possibly, Sunderland. 

Since the necessity for such a school may not be immediately 
apparent, a word of explanation may not be out of place here. 
In the towns mentioned there is a large Polish population, most 
of whom are unable to read and write in the English language. 
These people are buying places and expect to become permanent 
residents. It is important, then, for the welfare of these com- 
munities, that they be Americanized as rapidly as possible and 
by no other means can this be accomplished so readily as by 
educating them in the language and history of this country. 
The younger generation is acquiring this education in the day 
schools but those who must work have no means of obtaining 
it, ‘lherefore it seems wise to make provision at once for their 
needs and, by so doing, help to fit them for responsible citizen- 
ship. 

Briefly stated, the plan is to conduct a school in the school 
building at South Deerfield three evenings each week for a 
period of about three months. South Deerfield has been selected 
by those interested in the plan as the best place for establishing 
this school because of its central location for the towns inter- 
ested and the large Polish population in the immediate vicinity. 
The teaching of the most elementary subjects only will be 
attempted in the beginning, 

The expense ought not to exceed $350 for the season and 
probably would be considerably less, depending somewhat upon 
the number of pupils. This expense may be distributed among 
the towns in proportion to the number of pupils attending from 
each. It would also be well to charge the pupils a nominal sum 
to help cover the cost of supplies and to give them an incentive 
for good work and regular attendance, 
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In conclusion, I wish to invite your attention to the reports 
of the Supervisors of Music and of Drawing and also to that of 
the Medical Inspector which will be found on the following 
pages. I also wish to thank the teachers for their effective 
cooperation and the members of the School Committee for their 
wise and helpful direction.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Supt. M. J. Willson: 

The work in drawing has advanced steadily during the past 
year. New and more difficult problems are now attempted. 
While the results are generally pleasing, there is still much to 
be labored for. In the lower grades some entirely new branches 
of work have been tried, such as the making of objects by means 
of paper folding and cutting. The children have done excellent 
work in this line. 

One thing, which has greatly aided the work, is the enthu- 
siasm which the majority of the pupils show. I feel this to be 
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chiefly due to the influence and the interest of the teachers. I 
wish to thank them for it, and for the hearty codperation, which — 
has made the work a pleasure to me.

REPORT OF MEDICAL EXAMINER. 


At the last town mecting an appropriation was made for the 
medical inspection of schools, and as examiner it became my 
duty to visit each school at least once during the year to examine 
the children and their general surroundings. 

I think this report can be divided into two general heads: 
First, the inspection of the children themselves, and second, 
the inspection of the schools and premises. 

In regard to the children I will say the teachers furnished me 
great aid; in some instances they did the whole work them- 
selves, e. g., the testing of eyesight and hearing. The one pre- 
vailing fault I found with the children wags an almost total 
disregard for proper attention to the hair in some cases. Pedi- 
culosis, or head lice, was seen in all degrees from a few scattered 
nits to the mature lice in more or less abundance. At one 
schoo] it was necessary to call three times before any apparent 
progress was made, though most parents were willing to codper- 
ate when their attention was called to the condition of their 
children, and I believe great improvement has been made in 
that direction. At another school many of the children, espe- 
cially of foreign parentage, were seen who had not given or been 
given any attention as to the cleanliness of hands or face, though 
the dirt may have been acquired after their leaving home, due 
to the usual tendency of children to play in the dirt. Still I 
should recommend that more attention be given in the future 
to the personal cleanliness of children, as many diseases are 
scattered in the dirt of the street. In all I have examined 
some ninety children and some of them as many as three or 
four times. 

Now, as for the inspection of the schools and premises, I wish 
to say these faults are worse, in my opinion, than those seen in 
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the children, for the simple reason that if once remedied they 
would remain so. In the first place the heating of the schools is 
much antiquated. The day of the old air-tight stove has fortu- 
nately passed in most places as a means of heating a large assem- 
bly room. I believe the old idea of ‘‘ melting on one side and 
freezing on the other” is very aptly illustrated in this method 
of heating with none of the advantages of good ventilation 
which attended the old-fashioned fireplace. As for ventilation, 
it is almost entirely absent in the present schvols—one of the 
greatest errors of all I believe, for with poor air goes the ten- 
dency to diseases of the respiratory track and with the open 
doors and windows come draughts of air with the same diseases. 

Tbe school yards, where such exist, are sad blots on the gen- 
eral good features of our town, which has been well-favored by 
nature. Witness the unsightly mud-hole in the front of the 
South Centre school, the sand-bank with old trees, bushes and 
tin cans scattered about at the East Whately school. Can we 
expect to have healthy children with such surroundings as 
these? Then the water supply, where there is any, is neither 
as abundant nor convenient as it should be, one school—the 
South Centre—depending upon a farmhouse at considerable 
distance for its source. With a better water supply it would be 
easier to improve the general personal cleanliness of the pupils, 
though I hardly think this should come among the duties of the 
teachers. 

Some of the obvious changes that my report may suggest may 
not be practical under the existing conditions of scattered 
schools, and as it does not come in my duties, it would be pre- 
suming too far to offer any solution of the present problems. I 
feel it was only my duty to present facts as I have seen them, 
and having done so, my work stops here.
